of the Central Coronittee of the KFOe met at Kloatorneuburg to discuss prepara- 
tions of billets for S30 Soviet troops southeast of Tulin by 3 October! 

2. The KPOo was also ordered to taka the Austrian gendarmerie under surveillance 
effective 1 October, and was made responsible for security measures and traffic 
control upon the arrival of the Soviet troops* Measures were designed to iso- ( 

late the U*S. airfield at Tulin and to close the IJest Sectors of Vienna against 1 

the Soviet Sector, and the Western Zones of Austria against the Soviet Zone* / 

Similarly, the KPOe was instructed to prepare a ring-like blockade of the entire 
city of Vienna.
